out and straightway wrote Crossing 
the Bar, and brought it to the nurse 
as a peace offering.

FROM COUNTRY TO CITY 


The migration of young men from 
the farming districts tou the towas and 
cities bas reached sich proportions in 
Great Britain that not long ago a 
writer seriously contemplated the pos- 
sibility that England would some day 
consist of a number of imme cues 
surrounded districts of @market 
gardens, while the rest of the island 
would be as wild and uncultivated as 
the wastes of Central Africa. 

Without accepting the prediction 
quite literally, it is still nevertheless 
true that the movement in question is 
going on in this country and the 
United States as it is in England. 

The young men of today are most 
of them reluctant to adopt any pur- 
suit that involves manual labor. Their 
impuise is to push into the already 
overcrowded sedentary employments 
in the cities. Thousands of them do 
not realize their anticipations, and 
live meagre, discontented, unpromis- 
ing lives, It is a mistaken choice. 
The hope is that the multitude of 
these failures will ultimately bring 
aobut the readjustment of the popular 
‘conreption of country and city busi- 
ness life, 


Meanwhile education must be ex- 
tended and specialized. It is im- 
peretive that educational methods 


should adjust themselves to the needs 
of the times, Already there is a 
movement to teach more agriculture 
in country schools.

And Their interesting Gudget of News 
of Fintend—Alberta Will Weleeme 
The Finnish Settlers. 

Messrs. Konni Zililiacus and Ar:bur

ration department,

Me converuution with Mr. “Zillacus, 
who ia editor of the largest 
paper in Finland, many interesting 
facts concerning the cause é6f the 
present troubles in Finland were 
learned, ‘ 

‘The condition of affairs in Finlind 
is so well known as to call for little 
comment. The Finns contend that 
the Russia policy of today is such as 
to take from them the rights and 
liberties of sclf control guaranteed 
them by treaty at the beginning of 
the present century, While  repre- 
senting no organized society, secret 
or otherwise, Mr. Zilliacus, who, by 
the way, has been through Canada 
before,-and is married to an American 
lady—feeis free to say that unless the 
conditions change there will be an 
emigration from Finland of anywhere 
between ten and fifty thousand with- 
in the next six years, The race is 
wedded to the rights it has long en- 
|joyed and would rather remove from 
jthe habitations of their forefathers 
than submit to the repudiation of 4 
solemn contract ratified by each suc- 
ceeding emperor of Russia, and to pre- 
jserve to them their ancient con- 
} stitution. 

| As an indication of the feeling today 
lit may be said that about 8,000 Fin- 
landers have quitted their country 
since February of this year. These 
have gone to the United States where 
there is already a Finnish population 
of between 120,000 and 150,000 scatter- 
ed through \the various walks of life 
jin the west. 

Of the attitude assumed by the Rus- 
sion government the deiegates are 
o little delicate as their championship 
of the Finnish people is already 
known, and an injudicious statement 
might involve them in serious trouble 
at home,

Finland is a nation of aobut two and

The Kussian system of government 
jis peculiar, Its real head is not the 
| prime. minister, or even the czar him-

| prelate, ‘the procurator of 
| Synod, the real head of the Russian 
jchurch and hierarchy. He it is who 
is understood to be at the back of the 
movement against the Finns, Re- 
ligion may have something to do with 
| this, for the Finns are strongly Luth-| 
jeran, while the orthodox faith is! 
|Greek. But the probability is that a|

Twelv> 
months ago the same coilection of 
animals could have been purchased at 
an average of $250 per head. With 
prosperous times fanciera and choice 
corth horses have rapidly multiplied 
until the best teams have advanceu 
to almost fabulous prices, Within the 
Pas. six months Tichenor & company 
sold a consignment of 44 head of 
prime coach horses at auction § in 
New York city at an average of $1000 
per head, the best single animals 
commanding $5000 and upwards. If 
other illusirationg were needed that 
fauc, drivers are high, it is fouad 
in the incident that the above firn:
